(-liiefofthe Army and Xivy of Tuscany, 
')'he Miiii.-,try is discunlenlcil, and the army 
of Tuscnny will be incorporated with that 
ol Sardinia. 

A licet conlaining Sardinian troops had 
left (ienua for Tuscany. 

A report, in circulation on 20th of March, 
says that General Dearmes charsed on the 
people, wounding more than thirty men.

The London Tiinc.i admits that this annex- 
ation must be ipiietly allowed, but de- 
uouiiceM the act as one of speculation, 
u J ig in principle, and as bad a.^ a march 
upon the Rhine or a sudden attempt on 
Antwerp. There was no safety against a 
sovereign who thus seized the possessions 
of a friendly power, exocpt in careful walch- 
Inlness and armed pieparalion"!, 

'l"he lir.it rrMurniii;; battalion of the French 
arniv lioni Italy liatl entered Savoy. 

I''i;iiice had assnm<!d 1 75,000, francs 
of the debt of Piedmont, iii consideration 
ol the cession of Savoy. 

It was reported that the Crouch Emperor 
would disclaim empliaticallyany intention to 
interfere with the JUiiiie ir jiitier. 

Austria had prol(!sted to France against 
the secret desiriis of Sardinians upon Ve- 
netia, and ititi'nal'jd thai she would proteei 
her rights tiiere at aii !i3?a'-Js. 

Austria refused to have any iiitercoiirsii 
with Sardinia, on account of the violation of 
the tieaty of . Zurich in annexing the Centra! 
States. ' ' 

There vas another report that a Congress 
of the Great Power ■.vould be b.eld ir. a few 
weeks in London, and that itussia favored 
the project. 

Both Houses of the British Parliament 
had lejectod by luiije majorltits, thy petition 
in favor of vote by ballot. 

The Shah of Persia is dead. 
The work on the Great Eastern had been 
recommenced. 

An American veHsel near the Isle of 
Wight was brous,lu 10 for not showing lier 
colors, by an English innn-of-war. The 
English pflioers subsequently apologized 



relative to the seizure of the biig J. E 
Hosse, as a slaver, by British cruisers. 
Mexico. ' 

Tlie sie^'e of Vera Cruz has been raised. 
At liisl acc'iuiils, ihe small pox was raying 
among Miramon's troops, and it was doubt 
ful wliether he could hold out much longer. 
When he withdrew from Vera Cruz, Juarez'^ 
forces were so near, out of powder, that it 
wtis ' believed liad^'Mirampa "remained, he 
would have taken the city. It is stated that 
the Liberals defi'aleil several regiineiita of 
iMirainun's cavalry on the (illi of March, ten 
miles west of Jalapa, taking horses, arms, 
and aramunilion. Five hundred of the 
Church parly were also defeated at San 
Mariin, twenty-live miles north-west of 
I'nebia, and camion, with arms and muni- 
tions, weri! Captured. The Liberals were 
besi(!:;ing liuyliaii, lifty miles north of 
.Mexico, and tlicy also threalened Puebla. 
It was rumored that 'ho city had be^'n taken 
by the liberals, but this ii-eds eoiilirmation. 
The United States Government is in receipt 
of corresjiiiiideiice of Miramon with Marino, 
showing that ttie object of the former was 
to blockade the entire Mexican coast. 

Letters from the British Consul at Vera 
Cm/, rejiresent the destruction of British 

pro|)erly lo have been fjreat diirini; the bom- 
baidnieii;. Sieps will be taken to ludd Mi- 
ramon ii'spunsible. No action has been 
taken by the United Stales aiithoiiiies re- 
spiictiiig the prisoners at New Oi lcans, al- 
lliough there are rumors at Washington that 
it is decided to send the steamers back to 
Havana. The Spanish minister had re- 
ceived the protest of ihe S|)aiiish Commo- 
dore, in which the steamer iMariiuez is 
claimed to be a Spani.sb vessel. 

The pro est of the French (.'ommodore 
aiiainst the conducl of Conmiodore Jarvis. 
had bei^n received by the l)ep.\rloienl at 
Washington. The reason assigiii^d for the 
protest, is that an attack might hereafter be 
made on the French ships. The French 
ollicer 8ub.seqiiently apologized to Jarvis for 
bis correspoiideni^e. 

On the evening' of 23d March, the steam- 
er lndian(da .iriived al Vera Croz with the 
liaik .Maria (Joiici'plion the third ve.-sel of 
tin; .Mjr^inion expe>!iiion from Havana, 
w hich was captured in Ihe neighborhood ol 
Alvaiado. The bark bore Spanish colors, 
ami pii.'lcnded to be bound for Galveston. 
The captain Have a< his excii-e for bein^ 
so neai .shore, that his conipass was di-or- 
ilered. A iNlevican schooner was also cap- 
tureil.

, Tbe State of tite Colony. 

After the very lucid «tatement in the 
organ of Fraser, Helmcken, Gary & Co., 
yesti rilny, ihere o'.ipht no! to be a iloubt as 
to that celfbri.teii firm being a badly used 
concern. Still,. such is the perverse tendency 
of human nature, tlial at the hour of going 
to press ihey were «till subject to the 
charge of not being willing to rniike a cleur 
showing of the manner in which the afTnirs 
of the Colony had been manuged for the hist 
ten years; they slili persisted' in treat- 
ing the Hudson Bay Conipany,BS a " phaii- 
toni," and. as a consequence, it being an 
ethereal body, tho accounts pro and con 
could not be made visible ; and besides, 
that their patriotic caro caused them to feat 
thai the glitter of tho gold demanded by the 
company was too powerful for the weak eyes 
of the country to bear. Such excessively cau- 
tious patriotism ought certainly to be produc- 
tive of some other reward than tho defeat they 
met with last Wednesday, followed by the 
upiyersaj applause .with whtoh their disoom- 
fiitire was hailed by the country. Our 
weak point — sympathy and pity for the 
wealc and distressed — came very near lead- 
ing us so far as to volunteer our potent ser- 
vices to extricate them from the dilemma. 
Fortunately we resolved to refer once more 
to the tri-weekly Oracle, bufore we took so 
bold a step, under the influence of pity for 
a firm in so embarrassed a condition ; when 
wc did so, to our great surprise we found llial 
the devil was no blacker than generally 
painted, and that like tho " phantom," usu- 
ally associated with the sulphur business, 
the Or?.cl3 manifested a f^reat disregard fur 
truth., I 

.The first oraoulair response of any note wo 
discovered .was, that " on the 30th of Uay 
lost the Home Government revoked tho char- 
ter of the company ; secondly, " that from 
that day the liabilit.v of the company to 
provide for the Coloninl Government ceased." 
By immediate reference to tho reply of His 
Eicellency to tho Land ftoforin Deputntiun. 
in July, 1850, wo find that he knew dothing 
of the revocation of the charter, for he then 
said that " he considered tho title [to the 
lands] Etill in the hands of tho Hudson Bay 
Company, as he had received no official noti- 
fication to the contrary." It could not, con- 
sequently, have been on -information derived 
at that period, that it was asserted, that tlie 
charter was revoked. Making a leap of six 
months, we Iniided on tho Stamp Correspon- 
dence of January 2d, 1860, out of which wo 
extracted a fossil on which was inscribed by 
His Excellency : " The whole of tho soil has 
been l)y royp.I charter vnstcd in the Hudson 
Buy Coinpar.y, but that charter, ij not 
already revo'ced, is profiaity on the point of 
heinj; so, although no official information 
has been received to that efTeot." Were 
the Oracle a truth-teller, wo could draw 
no other inference from this than that 
either some one else was not particular- 
ly favorable to the Englishman's cardinal 
virtue, or that Downing street had mado 
other confidential acquaintances than oiir 
grnoious Chief Magistrate. Our loyalty for- 
bade us taking any other authority than his ; 
flo we concluded that the Oracle merely 
made nn intentional mistake. Unrolling tho 
volume of Time a little further, wo find that 
in the ''speech from tho throne " on March 
1st, it is stated that '' Her Muje.fty's Govern- 
ment have imnuunccd the intention to '.nter 
into possession of Vancouver Island ; that tht 
connection would terminate as soon as t)ii 
question of accounts was settled ; that the con- 
nection must bo regarded as already termi- 
nated," 80 far, at least, as calling on tho 
company for money to support the govern- 
ment. Our deductions from this could only 
he that Fraser, Helmcken, Gary & Co., with 
" Sir Oracle," were throwing sand in the 
people's eyes like tho impostor Mahomet, in 
order to obtain a Civil List, tax tho ponplc, 
enjoy the " loaves and fishes," and show 
their honest Kiiglish loyalty by lotting tho 
company lleocc tho Culuniul Treasury and 
dear old fatherland to their heart's content. 
In tlieso hiigo cnnchisi(jns we were confirmed 
by comparing tho first clause of a sentence 
in tho Oracle with the last. Tho first says : 
'<0n the 30th of May last the IloraoOuv- 
ornmont revoked tho charter Of the com- 
pany ;" the conoluding clauses say that the 
company must be paid for their improvo- 
nents " before tho re-grant of the land of 
thiiJ ■ Colony to Her Majesty," Were there 
ever'BUch illogical stufT uttered ? Were there 
ever men with more unblushing effrontery ! 
They have taken rope enough to hang 
tbamselves. When shall we have the plea- 



sure f^f writing an obituary on their fch de 
sc ! The sum of this statement is that the 
charter exists and it does nut exist. Like 
the Irisliman's flea when you put your fin- 
ger on it, it is not there. One thing ispl ain 
however ; one deduction averybiidy can 
draw ; that can be drawn from the Govern- 
ment organ of yesterday, that the Charter is 
still in full- force and effect ;'"still"unre- 
voked; and Ihu Company still as mush 
liable as ever they .were to provide,. for ^ the 
Civiliand Military expenses of thaf Colony. 

When documentary testimony, not from 
Fenchurch street, the usual colonial office of 
this colony, but from Downing street, the 
real Colonial office, is laid before the coun- 
try, stating that the Charter has been re- 
voked, that tlie Company has been freed 
from prov'diiig tiio funds for our suppor!, 
and that \vi^ must be a self-supporting Col- 
ony, then wc will believe it ; not a word of it 
will wo believe before. Till that is done, we 
tr!ist no tax viili be imposed. If that course 
were followt'.d) matters would sooii, reafsh a 
crisis : the qhiirter would soon be revoked ; 
the accounts woiild soon ba forthcoming,' 
the right to the sale of Victoria town lotii 
would soon be tested ; the right of'.the Com- 
pany to charge for losses on the farms of its 
other self the Puget Sound Company would 
soon be sifted ; the vested rights or wrongs 
of the Naniiimo coal Company would soon 
be e.varnined ; the wooden buildings aiul 
stockade in Fort Victoria would soon be 
appraised to learn whether they are worth 
£75,000 as stated in lm|)crial jourtials ; 
thus it would soon bo known whether any 
debts are actually duo to the Company or 
not, atid who will have to pay thetn ; and the 
Colony to which Earl Grey gave birth would 
soon be weaned from its marhle-hearted 
step-mother, the Hudson Bay Company, and 
start on its course of promise, too long check- 
ed by misgovernment. 

When Gov. Felly bamboozled F.arl Grey 
out of the grant of this Colony, the special 
reason given by the noble Earl was that the 
H. B. Company was the only company that 
could advance the mone" to colonize. Now 
this Shylock would have ita pound of flesh 
without allowing the party most concerned 
to audit the advances. The game played 
out in the Legislature last Wednesday, was 
to avoid all investigation into them^ Were 
the opposition not ail trumps, a civil list and 
taxation would have followed ; and perhaps 
when we little''. xpected it the charter would 
be revoked and a large colonial debt sad- 
dled on our shoulders. Everybody remem- 
bers when the £42,000 were voted for Brit- 
isn Columbia. Pailiament was ttien told 
that it would be repaid. Think you it i» 
in a better humor to-day with Eari Grey's 
offspring than last summer the bant- 
ling of Sir Bulwer Lytt(m ? We think not. 
Hence tho greater necessity before a civil 
list is granted or taxation imposed, to know 
the actual not imiigifiait/ financial state of 
the Colony.

TiiF. Guillotine. — There are two errors 
in the uoinmon history of this instrument of 
deathJsm(>jloyed to'thia'diijj in public execu- 
tioris"i 11 France, It is. said to have been 
iiiventfiil by Dr. Giiiliolin, who is stated to 
havH been oim of the very first that sufi'erod 
death by its stroke ; but upon referencti to 
the biography of Dr. Gnilloiiii, we tind that 
during the Fiench JUvolutioii, Giiiilotin 
merely pointed out the ailopliun oi this ma- 
chine,- which had beon long known as pro- 
per for the inflitilioti of death without giving 
any puin to the sufferer; and for that tea.'ioii 
it was chosen as a kind of conipromi.'ie 
among the lirst French Revolutionists, many 
of whom wanted;jtO|;abolish;lhe punislimeiit 
of (ieutli altogeihorl Urifdftiina'tely for Guii- 
lolin, some wags gave his name to the ma- 
obine of which lie was nut the iDy.entor, and 
which he had only brought into notice. It 
is true that Guilloliii was imprisoned, anil 
nearly I'ell a victim to the carnage of the 
revolution; but ho escaped, and after the 
termination of his political career, rosuuieil 
the functions of a physician, ami became 
one ot the founders of the Acailcmy of Me- 
dicine at Paris. He died Miiy 2(i, 181 -1, 
aged sevenly-si.v, after enjoyiim, u[i to iiis 
hisi moments, the esteem of all who knew 
him. Po.ssibly the error may have arise.n 
from the llegent Moiton., of Scotland, being 
the first person e.xecnted by the Maiilen, iin 
ihstruineut resembling tlie guillotine, the 
pattern of which he had brought from 
abroad to behead the Laird of I'eunyeuick 
of that ilk. It is said that the slantiii},' dc- 
scoiit of the lialcliut nf llie guillotine, wliich 
renders iiistani decapitation much more cer- 
tain, and coiiseqnently less painful, was un 
improvement suggested by Louis XVi. him- 
self, who had a great taste for mechanics. — 
London Herald.
